The car owned by Jack Maxwell, 
local bank employe, stolen late 
Thursday night’in Oakland, was re- 
covered last night by Berkeley po- 
licve when it was found in the pos- 
session of two Los Angeles youths 
who made an attempt to hold up a 
Berkeley grocery store, according td 
a report made by the officers. 

Maxwell, who is assistant cashier 
at the Mechanics Bank here, left his 
car parked on Thirteenth street, and 
when ihe returned near midnight 
found it missing: He immediately 
reported his loss to the Oakland po- 
lice and a‘search for the car was 
}immediately instituted. pea eaer. 
“~“Taitt evening “Maxwell recetved word 
that his machine had been recover- 
ed in an attempted hold-up of a 
small grocery store at Gilmore and 
Curtis streét about 9 o'clock last 
night. As @ result Wayne Pulich, 
16, and Jose Tuony, 16, Los Angeles 
youths, are held at the Berkeley jail 
on charges of grand larceny and at- 
tethpted burglary. 

The story told by Pulich and Tu- 
ony was one of two runaway boys 
who had worked their way from their 
homes in Los Angeles by means of 
picking up machines along the road, 
os the police report. The boys are 
said to have stolen and later: aban- 
doned. not less than five carg ‘on 
their trip north. 

After stealing Maxwell's car the 
youths remained in Oakland until last 
night when they drove into, Berkeley. 
Entering the grocery store, the boys 
are said to have flourished guns and 
demanded the money in the cash reg- 
ister. Less than a dollar was se- 
cured, howéver, and the youths then 
attempted to swell their funds by 
holding up a young, girl, ‘Dorothy 
Cook, of 1314 Curtis street, from 
whom the sum of fifty cents was 
taken .
